I had 
my grandfather’s letter. I called on 
my step-grandmother, who lived in a 
white stone house at Sussex Place. 
She received me coldly and referred 
me-to her son. I was young and fool- 
ish, and did not know how to proceed. 
Her son was the baronet then, and 
he was a member of Parliament. He 
had made a claim for the title of Earl 
of Hyndford, and he was a man of 
great position. I was overawed and 
wasted my time, I was not seeking 
for anything but financial help. If 
came to America without seeing the 
baronet, as my funds were low. I 
heard vaguely about the death of the 
old lady and her son, who died six 
years ago. With him the title became 
extinct.” The baronetcy to which Mr. 


Ford is stated to be laying claim, was | 


bestowed in August, 1821, upon Major- 
General Sir James Carmichael-Smyth 
for distinguished military services. 
He died in 1838, and was succeeded 
byt his only son, Sir James Robert 


. Carmichael, who assumed by royal li- 


cense, in 1841, the surname of Car- 
michael only, in lieu of Carmichael- 
Smyth. On his death, in 1883, he 
was succeeded by his only son, Sir 
James Morse Carmichael, who was 
M.P. for the St.. Rollox Division of 
Glasgow from 1892 to 1895, and claim, 
ed the dormant title of Earl of Hynd- 
ford.

SWEET LAVENDER. 


Big Stone Pillars Mark Grave of | Old-Fashioned Perfume Now Popular 


North England Legendary Hero. 


Penrith is one of the oldest towns 
in the north of England, and, like 
Carlisle, figurés prominently in the 
history of the Border wars. During 
the reigns of Edward III. and Rich- 
ard IIl,. the Seots made incursions 
and sacked the place time and again. 
The latter monarch made Penrith 
Castle his residence, and perpetuated 
the memory of his father and mother, 
in painted glass, in the parish 
ehurch. The Wars of the Roses and 


the Stuart upheaval had both their 
due effect upon Penrith. 

Local hearsay has it that in days 
long gone: by. there dwelt here a

knight of giant stature, by name 
Hugh, or Owen, Caesarius, whose cus- 
tom it was to hunt the wild bear in 
Inglewood Forest. Whether or no he 
followed the fortunes of- the ragged 
staff and fell by the side of the King 
Maker is not certain. All that is 
known, according to the story, is that 
he lies in the parish churchyard in a 
huge grave and commemorated by a 
unique monument, 

Two stone pillars, one at each end 
of the grave, taper upWards to a con- 
siderable height. They are two feet 
in circumference at the base, and 
fourteen: feet apart, so the presump- 
tion is that he was a tidy-sized giant, 
These rough, gaunt monoliths are 
covered with Runic and other ancient 
carvings. Between them are four flat 
pieces serving as a kerb. 

Near by is a much smaller column 
of stone, called the Giant’s Thumb, 
which is pierced with two holes, said 
to be the exact size of the giant’s 
thumbs. Whatever they really are 
these relics have certainly survived 
many centuries. 


GOLD MINES IN IRELAND, 


Syndicate Will Exploit Rich Discove 
ery In Green Isle. 


““M riDi is that this. mine. dis- 
, rea ey “fo the whites part of 
one of the most backward counties of 
Ireland (Donegal). will prove more 
valuable in gold than many mines 
that are being worked at a profit in) 
South Africa.” 

So asserted a Belfast geological ex- 
pert in the course of an interview! 
in regard to a remarkable discovery 
of rich mineral wealth in the county 
of Donegal. The opinion given was 
quite disinterested, the expert being 
in no way associated with the syndi- 
cate formed to work the mines. 

Gold, silver, and lead mines are, it 
is said, to be worked extensively in 
the bleak district of Innishowen, over- 
looking the Atlantic, and experts have 
expressed the belief that it is almost 
impossible to estimate the wealth of 
the minerals. 

It is declared that between 4,000 
and 5,000 tons of ore exposed on the 
land are rich in go\g, copper and 
silver, also that sonie parts of the 
mine contain 60 per cent. of lead, 
while in. other parts of the strata 
silver is freely mixed with the baser 
metal, and, more important still, gold 
has appeared, 

Specimens of the ore were shown 
to financiers and they. have decided 
to take the matter up if subsequent 
investigation proved satisfactory. 

Accordingly, a mining expert went 
over to Innishowen to examine the 
mine, and after his report a syndicate 
was formed to exploit the mine.

“Oh, will you buy my sweet-scented 
lavender,” sings the vendors in the 

uiet London squares, leaving one of 
the most charming impressions on the 
mind of the visitor who ever afterward 
has a tendency to swell the demand 
for the old-fashioned herb. “The most 
beautiful and romantic harvest reaped 
during August,” says The London 
Sphere, “is that of lavender, the very 
name of which suggests memories of 
old world gardens and prim loveli- 
ness. Lavefider is extensively culti- 
vated in the neighborhood of Mitcham 
and Merton and the country around 
Croydon and Carshalton. Some of the 
fields devoted to the cultivation of 
this fragrant plant are very large, and 
one grower has upwards of sixty acres 
covered with its purple blossom this 
season. It is gtown mainly for the 
purpose of converting the blooms into 
that delightfui old-fashioned scent 
which was so indispensable to our 
grandmothers, sweet lavender water. 

‘‘Lavender-growing as an , industry 
to-day owes its prosperity to the .pat- 
ronage which Queen Victoria lavished 
upon it. Twenty years ago the trade 
in English lavender water was prac- 
tically killed by German competition, 
and scents obtained from different 
chemicals. Only a few old ladies who 
resided in Mitcham and Merton con- 
tinued to grow the plants and distill 
the scent as their mothers used to 
do. 

One of these ladies, Miss Sprules by 
name, conceived the: idea of present- 
ing her late Majesty with a bottle of 
the home-made scent. Queen Victoria 
was charmed with her present and 
sent the donor one of those character- 
istically gracious letters for which she 
was famed and directed that in future 
Mitcham lavender water should al- 
ways be used in the royal palaces. A 
demand for this old-fashioned perfume 
consequently arose, and lavender- 
growing has since been carried on on 
a large scale. 

“The plant is three years old before 
it is ready to cut, and when in flower 
the stalks are nearly_as high as wheat. 
It is reaped with an ordinary sickle, 
and great dexterity is required to cut 
a whole bush in.one sweep without 
in any way loosening the roots. After 
the lavender is cut it is tied into 
bunches, loaded on wagons and tdéken 
to the distilleries, where the essential 
oil is extracted by boiling and distil- 
lation. The harvest lasts about a fort- 
night.” 


IRISH PHANTOM CITY. 


Beautiful Mirage Off Coast of ‘‘Green 
Isle’? Lasts Three Hours.

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SILENT QUEEN AMELIA 


KING CARLOS’ WIDOW HAS A 
BITTER BATTLE TO FIGHT. 


With Her Son She Is Struggling, 
Says London Correspondent, to 
Bring Order Out of the Chaos That 
Reigns In Portugal—Could Point 
to Husband's and Son’s Assassin, 
But Fears Riots and Insurrection. 


Why is it that Portugal’s great 
trouble is hardly ever referred to in 
the British press now? asks a cor- 
respondent to a London paper. A 
few months ago, and our newspapers 
were crammed with sensational re- 
velations of her upheavals. Now we 
have forgotten her. 

I have spent the last few weeks 
in Portugal, and I’m not sorry to be 
home again. The land of cloudless 
skies and summer days is a sad place 
now. The country is torn asunder 
by internal intrigue and strife. Her 
various political. parties are fighting 
tooth and nail for the mastery, each 
confident that its course is, the one 
course for the nation, and each in 
its blindness making the nation’s 
power totter as the tall oak totters 
when the woodman lays his axe to 
its roots. 

And amid all this turmoil creep 
Queen Amelia and her son, King 
Manuel, struggling, as well as their 
fettered hands will allow them to 
struggle, to bring order out of chaos, 
light out of darkness. 

What a burden is this lone woman 
bearing! There is a story told in 
Lisbon that the Queen did she dare, 
could point an accusing finger at one 
of the highest political leaders in the 
land, and say, ‘“‘You are the man 
responsible for, the death of my hus- 
band, King Carlos.” 

But Queen Amelia knows only too 
well what the result of her words 
would be—more political riots, con- 
fusion worst confounded. 

This story, I say, is told in Lisbon 
—and Lisbon knows. 

When the agsassins fired upon the 
occupants of the royal carriage on 
that fatal first of February, Queen 
Amelia, as she instinctively arose to 
shield Prince Luiz with her body, 
looked straight into the face of a 
man standing a little beyond the 
crowd, who was in the act of drawing 
a carbine from beneath his cloak. 
For one second their eyes met in 
mutual and- horrified recognition. 


Then the man stepped back, and the 


struggling mass of police, soldiers 
and citizens hid him from view. 

Other men _ besides Buica and 
Costa fired ‘upon her husband and 


sons—men who seeméd to be standing 


in wait, ready to aid the active as- 


sassins in their escape, but who, at 


the crucial moment, also drew their 
carbines and fired into the carriage.

spirators, some of whom were present 
to’ see that the murderous work was 
thoroughly done—to aid in it if they 
deemed it necessary. 

And Queen Amelia has recognized 
in the man with the cloak and cag- 
bine a prominent political leader. 

A little time back there were 
rumors of a fresh plot to destroy the 
royal family. Arrests were made by 
the dozen. No one pretended to 
know facts, but éach political party 
accused the other of having a hand 
in the plot; the Government even 
went as far as to declare that the 
first plot was aided by the Republi- 
can party, and stated the sums that 
the regicides, Buica and Costa, were 
to receive for their work. 

And, as I say, ’midst all this. tur- 
moil, dear, lovable Queen Amelia 
lives her life of sorrow. Lives it for 
the King, her son, and for the nation. 
For once let the monarchy show 
signs of weakness, and Portugal will 
awake to find their King again as- 
sassinated, and in his place a re- 
publican president,

A POUND OF FEATHERS.~ 


It Is Really Heavier Than a Pound 
of Lead. 


The favorite question with the 
school committeemen of olden time 
was, we are told, “Which is the 
heavier, a pound of feathers or a 
pound of lead?” The first rash an- 
swer almtst always used to be, “A 
pound of lead.” Then, of course, 
irom the older pupils would come 
tne reply, “Both alike.” 

[f this question was asked to-day 
the old time querist might receive a 
decided surprise, for the pound. of 
feathers could easily be proved to be 
the heavier. A simple experiment u 
all the evidence needed. 

With any accurate. scales weigh out 
a pound of lead, using ordinary shot 
for convenience. Pour jthe shot into 
one of the pans of a balance. For 
the feathers a léeght muslin bag will 
be needed, and care «must be taken 
that feathers and ‘bag together do not 
weigh more than a pound. When 
the bag of feathers. is: put into the 
other pan of the balance the beam 
will, after a few oscillations, come to 
rest, exactly. level. 

So far the’ verdict 
seems to be proved. But place the 
balance on the receiver of an air 
pump, with lead and feathers undis- 
turbed. Cover the whole with the 
glass bell jar and exhaust the air. | 
Slowly the feathers sink, and the | 
lead kicks the beam. The pound cf 
feathers is heavier than the pound 
of lead. 

The truth is that what we call a 
pound was not such.in fact, for the 
atmosphere buoys up everything | 
within it in proportion to the bulk of | 
the object, and the feathers, being | 
of greater bulk than. the lead, are | 
supported by the air to a consider- 
ably. greater extent than the lead. 
Removed from this supporting med- 
ium, their true weight is made evi- 
dent. 

Charles Reade. propounded a simi- 
lar question in one of his novels. A 
Jewish trader is made to ask, ‘“‘Which 
is the heavier, a pound of feathers 
or a-pound of gold?” After awhile 
he explains to the satisfaction of hia 
audience of miners that the feathers 
are the heavier. 

Gold, he explains, is weighed by 
troy weight, while feathers are weigh- 
ed by avoirdupois, and as the twelve 
ounces in a pound troy contain only 
5,760 grains, while the avoirdupois 
pound contain nearly 7,000 grains, 
the pound of feathers is, of course, 
1,240 grains heavier than the pound 
of gold.

DAYLIGHT SAVING AT SEA. 
Sailors Already Have Method of Mov- 
ing the Clock. § 

The sailor’s life is one of the few 
occupations to which the Daylight 
Saving Bill would not apply, because 
daylight is already systematically 
saved on all ocean-going vessels. 

Time, as every schoolboy knows, 
varies according to longitude. Going 
east, the sailorman must put his 
clock back a little day by day. Com- 
ing west, he must daily move it for- 
ward a bit, in order to ensure stand- 
ard time, and so secure an exact 
reading at noonday, for the sake of 
correct navigation. Usually, it is the 
duty of the first mate—or, as he is 
termed on the large ocean liners, the 
‘chief officer’’—of the vessel to regu- 
late the ship’s time. 

His manner of doing this is express- 
ly designed to save daylight, for a 
journey eastward—as from Marseilles 
to Bombay—the putting back of the 
clock—representing a loss of time— 
will be done between two and three 
a.m, 

On a westward trip—say, from New 
York to Liverpool—there is a daily 
putting forward of the clock; and, as 
this means a gaining of time, the 
change is effected at about 10 o'clock 
a.m.

_ FOURTEEN DAYS AT SEA IN DUGOUT 

A dispatch just received here from 
Ucluelet says the two Indians lost 
from the sealing schooner Thomas F, 
Bayard and who were brought south 
by the schooner Markland, Billy and 
his klootchman, Louise of Kyuquot, 
had an awful experience, being adrift 
in an open cance for thirteen days 
with only three sea biscuits, as food. 
They had seven biscuits, four of which 
were washed overboard soon after 
they were lost from their schooner. 
No water was in the canoe. 

The Indians allotted themselves one 
inch of biscuit a day, and subsisted on 
this for nine days. Then ,rain came 
and water was caught ina sail, On 
the tenth day, when hope was almost 
gone, they killed a fur seal and cooked 
the carcass by making a fire in the 
bottom of the boat, ‘The spear pole 
was broken up and burned. ‘the In- 
dians snatched at the cooking ineat 
and ate it partly cooked, They were 
fainished, almost exhausted, 

On the fourteenth day after they 
loft. the schooner they. landed at 
Bristol bay, inside False pass, Unimak 
island, While searching for water 
they came upon some bears and were 
frightened away. ‘The canoe was 
overturned by the surf, the womau 
being caught underneath by her clo h- 
ing. She was extricated with dif- 
ficulty and both washed ashore with 
the canoe split by pounding. It was 
patched with Billy’s shirt, and for two 
days was kept afloat by constant bail- 


ing until a landing was made at an |} 


abandoned hut where two quarts of 
flour was found, Here they lived for 


eight days, They went on after the |

_ New. Ones? 

“Tf you draw the attention of the 
‘man in the street’ té our rapidly di- 
minishing supplies of timber he ‘will 
in nine eases out of ten say, “Yes, 
that’s s0. Why, the government ought 
to go to work and plant up the open 
spots.’ Let us examine the practica- 
bility of such a scheme. With a large 
and well equipped nursery fot the 
growing of forest seedlings and with 
labor at $2.00 a day, it is possible to 
reduce the cost of planting, five feet 
apart each way, to between $7.00 and 
$8.00 per acre. For the.sake of argu- 
ment let us assume that it can be 
done for $5.00 an acre’ or $3,200 per 
square mile. At this rate the plant- 
ing of a township only 6 miles square 
would require the enormous expendi- 
ture of $115.200. The ‘man’ in the 
street’ will do some pretty hard think- 
ing before he will consent to pay his 
shate of the cost of, such an under- 
taking, yet he will read in his morn- 
ing paper that thirty townships,’ or 
more than a thousand square miles 
of woodlands -in “Northern Alberta, } 
Saskatchewan or Manitoba have been 
destroyed by. fire, and searcely give 
the matter a second thought. — 

“Would it not be very much more 
to the purpose to take time by the 
forelock and use the money required 
to plant up a single township for the 
maintenance of an effiicient fire rang- 
ing system, similar to the one. al- 
ready established in Ontario? To my 
mind the problem pressing hardest 
upon the Dominion Forestry Service 
for solution is the protection of the 
western woodlands from ‘fire. The 
new railway being built through them 
and the settlement that will quickly 
follow will be a constant source of 
danger, but if fire rangers who feel 
the responsibility of their positions 
and possess the necessary diligence, 
firmness and tact to perform their 
duties snd secure the co-operation of 
the settlers and the railway compan- 
les, can be found and retained in the 
Service, a great deal may be done to 
save invaluable forest areas from 
ruthless destruction.’’—A. H. D. Ross, 
M.A., M.F., at 1908 meeting of Cana- 
dian Forestry Association.

It is also a decisive month 
in fashions, and no bride wants to 
waste her trousseau on between-season 
modes. Finally and most important by 
Aradition and sentiment have marked 
it for their own, 

While the bridal month remains prac-

tically unchanged, bridal customs 
change with each generation. For in- 
stance, when our mothers were 


married, it was the custom of the bride- 
prospective to remain in seclusion from 
the day on which her wedding invita- 
tions were issued until the day of her 
marriage, barring perhaps a farewell 
service at church. All this has changed, 


At first, the bride and her parents 
began by entertaining, in a quiet way, 
the bridal party. From this mild dis- 
sipation, ante-bridal weeks developed 


into a miniature social ovation for the 
bride and groom-to-be. Intimate friends 
now vie with each other in giving ex- 
clusive little dinners, luncheons, and 
even dances... Especially if the bridal 
attendants come from out of town, 
there is much gaiety during the week 
immediately preceding the wedding. 
tenerally the bridal attendants living 
in town entertain @or those from out- 
of-town, while the bride-to-be gives a 
luncheon for her maids, or the parents 
of the bride give a dinner followed by 
a small dance for the entire bridal 
party, with perhaps a few intimate 
friends, and the groom gives a bachelor 
dinner for his best man and ushers. 

Even when such elaborate entertain- 
ing is not on the cards, a dinner or so, 
and luncheons, may be anticipated, 
while the entertainment of out-of-town 
relatives or bridal attendants will en- 
tail some social duties upon the, bride, 
so taken altogether it behooves her to 
be prepared. 

In the first place, she should have her 
trousseau well out of the way at least 
a fortnight previous to the wedding 
day. The over-worked, over-wrought, 
harried bride, burdened with final 
stitches is no longer in vogue. She is 
expected to have her trousseau out of 
the way and play her social role with 
serene face and steady nerves. An- 
other very important reason why all 
sewing should be finished is the task of 
acknowledging wedding gifts. Time 
was that a bride wrote these acknowl- 
edgements either during her prolonged 
wedding tour or on her return from a 
short one, but good form now decrees 
that these notes must be written before 
leaving on the tour, unless a gift is 
heedlessly sent on the morning of the 
wedding by some proscratinating per- 
50n. Gifts may be expected within 


twenty-four hours after the invitations 
are issued, and ig tne oriae Will set 


aside each day a certain hour, if her 
circle of friends be small, or two, -if 
they be many, she will not find the 
task a burdensome one. ? 
A great many brides kave written 
asking me what is expected of the 
bride at a “shower,” and is it eorrect 
to have such a function given in the 
bride’s own home. A shower is what 
might be termed a polite and impulsive 
donation party, and no gifl of delicate 
feeling would permit her ‘own mother 
or sister to {ssue inviations for such a 
function, It is usually given soon after 
the engagement is formally announced, 
never directly preceding the wedding 
day. A friend invites a few intimates 
to spend the afternon or for a luncheon, 
in honor of the bride, and each guest is 
informed that she is expected to bring 
a little gift for the guest of honor, 
generally something of a purely 
domestic nature. There are showers of 
_tinware, and showers of household 
linen, showers of crockery and showers 
of lingerie, but in any case, nothing 
expensive or elaborate is expected, 
Dusters and tea towels, sweeping caps, 
odd little aprons, sleeve protectors, etc., 
are suitable for linen showers, and in

E have just passed through a 
very restless year of fashions. 
Extreme styles have been intro- 


duced, and died within a month, The 
princess, like all extreme styles, was 
overdone, much abusei, worn for a 


time, and then modistes turned their 
attention to the development of the 
Empire garments. For indoor frocks 
they were pretty, though becoming to 
the tall slendes woman only. Then the 
much advertised sheath skirt was 
heralded, but it will never be adopted 
by the conservative American woman. 

All the fall models of skirts, how- 
ever, are what is known, as sheath 
fitting. That is they must cling to the 
figure, and fit the waist and hip line 
perfectly. without wrinkle or dart. The 
pleated skirt has been put aside with 
last year’s garments, and the up-to- 
date girl is wearing circular skirts 
with all her smart costumes. 

Just now, early in the fall, we see a 
great many plain coats and stripped 
skirts, but whether this fashion will 
last into the winter is a question. 
Hewever, it is a practical fashion for 
a girl who has a dark blue or brown 
coat, left over from a suit, the skirt 
of which is worn. 

Figure A represents. a very smart 
skirt for a trim little figure. It is a 
two-piece circular cut with panel in- 
serted in front. The fancy buttons 
were made of soutache braid form- 
ing loops and large knots of the braid 
forming a button effect. The braid 
should match the color of the dark 
stripe in the goods. This is not a 
model which could be worn by a stout 
woman, but is most attractive on the 
lithe, young ‘girl. This is a charming 
model for any goods that has been 
sponged and shrunk, such as serge, 
panama cloth, moh , thevint,. ete 
would not develop in vote 
goods without body. Such a skirt 
would require five yards of goods of 
42-inch width. If the cloth runs full 
double width or 54 inches, then four 
yards would be sufficient. 

Figure B shows a very stylish treat- 
ment of stripes, an effect which is not 
difficult to secure. The skirt is sheath- 
fitting about waist and hip line, and 
falls in a full flare about the ankle 
and feet. Here is a skirt that is be- 
coming to almost every figure, particu- 
larly to the stout woman. It gives her 
a long line in the front, and great care 
must be taken to match the stripes 
exactly, so that the downward-turning 
“V" effect formed by the stripes is per- 
fect in symmetry. The side seam pre- 
vents the undue sagging at the hip 
line. This particular model was seen 
in a black and. white striped imported 
cheviot material, and was worn with a 
plain black serge jacket. The skirt 
leared the ground by two inches, and 
was finished off with a deep hem with 
several tows of stitching of black’ silk 
thread. A mohair braid was then sewn 
on by hand on the bottom of the skirt, 
with about an eighth of an inch show- 
ing. This served to keep the bottom of 
the skirt from soiling.
